WASHINGTON (AP)—The House today handed Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower a major victory by smashing two attempts 
to kill or water down the reciprocal trade program. 
First, it defeated 234-147 a substitute proposal which 
would have stripped the President of much of his tariff- 
making authority. 
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Then it proceeded to vote 
down a move to send his pro­ 
posal for a five-year exten­ 
sion of the reciprocal trade 
program back to a committee 
pigeonhole.

WASHINGTON (AP)-President 
Eisenhower’s advocacy of a more 
restrictive labor control bill cut 
a political pattern today that some 
Republicans found pleasing. Oth­ 
ers didn’t. 
Eisenhower apparently has put 
the party on record as favoring 
more drastic 
action 
than 
most 
Democrats are willing to support 
to curb the kind of labor abuses 
exposed by the rackets investiga­ 
tions. 
The administration is demand 
ing changes in a compromi.se bill 
drafted by the Labor Committee 
under the sponsorship of Sen. John 
F. Kennedy (D-Mass). 
The most immediate effect of 
Eisenhower’s course will be felt 
in this year’s contest for party 
control of Congress. 
The Senate now is scheduled to 
take up the labor bill Thursday, 
and perhaps complete it this week. 
Regardless of whether Congress 
finally enacts any bill. Republi­ 
can 
candidates 
will 
be 
tagged 
with the 
contention their party 
wants more regulation of unions 
than labor will accept. 
Sen. William F. Knowiand (R- 
Callf), running for governor of 
California, and Sen. Barry Gold 
water (R-Ariz), seeking reelection 
were highly pleased with the po­ 
sition taken by Eisenhower. 
Both had fought to include many 
provi.sions opposed by labor lead­ 
ers in an earlier Senate bill to 
regulate health and pension plans. 
GOP candidates who have indi­ 
cated .similar views included Sen.s* 
John W. Bricker of Ohio. Franx 
A. Barrett of Wyoming, John D.

000,000 bushels. 
This would

slightly more than a third of what 
was harvested^ last y ear. 
This in crease in production —in ­ 
dicated despite a rigid program 
restrictin g plan tin gs—would more 
than offset a reduction in govern ­ 
men t price .supports from $2 to 
$1.7 8 a bushel. 
The departmen t ha.s estimated 
the value of last y ear’s crop at 
$1.97 4,000,000. Officials said that 
assumin g 
this 
y ear’s 
in dicated 
crop brought an average of $1.7 5, 
the value would be about $2.225,- 
000,000. This would be an in crease 
of about a quarter of a billion 
over last y ear’s value. 
While raisin g the prospects of 
higher in comes for growers, the 
in dicated wheat crop posed n ew 
surplus problems for Un cle Sam. 
The crop would be aroun d 300 
million bushels more than mark- 
kets are ex pected to take. The 
ex tra grain would move in to price 
support stocks to create a record 
surplus.

In the decade ahead, at lea^t that many more 
will be added to the global total.

We hear much about the demands these rising 
♦numbers are making and will m.ake upon the 
w'orld’s resources of food and other materials 
basic to living. Despite many efforts to mini­ 
mize this problem, agreement is widespread 
that M is a grave one. 
One part of it gets little attention. This !s 
the fact that the great increase in population, 
because it is occurring largely in the cities, is 
actually tending to snuff out presently available 
resources 
in 
areas 
fringing 
the 
big urban 
centers. 
This year’s new suburban development was 


last year’s potato patch, or orange gro\’e, or 
wheat field. Cities cannot grow in upon them- 
» clves. They must expand. As they .spread, they 
eat up valuable farm land which now helps 
support the existing population. 
Once clustered with houses, shopping center.s, 
roads and all other marks of the urban spread, 
this land is la« t forever as a source of food or 
fiber. Thousands upon thou.sands of acres van­ 
ish each year beneath stone and brick and .steel. 
Measured against the total space on earth, 
the losses of open land to the cities are not 
great. Rut the globe has countless millions of 
acres useless for the sustaining of man. On the 
other hand, most of the urban growth i.s set 
amid regions of lush agricultural development, 
w'here ever>’ acre lost is a shrinking of the 
world's food base. 
We evidently can’t halt the headlong increase 
of population here and ever>’where. But it's far 
past the time w'hen w'e 
should 
be 
thinking 
soberly and continuously—and demanding that 
our statesmen do the same—about the prob­ 
lems this growth brings in its train. 
We ought to be reminded ever>* time we see 
another acre of food-bearing soil churned up 
by the builder’s bulldozer.

WASHINGTON — lo the background of Gen­ 
eral DeGaulle’s heroic efforts to unite faction- 
ridden France are son>e unhappy overtones. 
They are: 
. Overtone No. 1 — Leon Delbecque, the man 
who first organized the committees of public 
safety in .Algeria has expressed open disapprov- 
- al of DeGaulle’s moderate policies. More im­ 
portant. and what he hasn’t talked about, is his 
aecret campaign to 
organize 
committees 
of 
public safety in France itself. 
Overtone No. 2 — The two ministers of state 
whom DeGaulle took to Algeria were virtually 
locked in a room in Government House until 
the DeGaulle welcoming ceremonies were over. 
They represented political parties and the right 
wing doesn’t like political parties. 
Overtone No. 3 — Ferdinand Mitterand, ex- 
minister of the interior, was pursued at break­ 
neck speed through the streets of Paris by a 
gang o ( Croix de Feux fascists, apparently out 
to kill him. He finally trapped them by driving 
into a police compound. 
. These all add up to the fact that DeG aulle’s 
vigorous but middle-of-the-road policies don’t 
satisfy the extreme right. They want a mili­ 
tary dictatorship of the Franco variety, believe 
DeCtauIle made too many deals with the politi­ 
cal leaders to get into power.
